INITIAL REPORT IS KEYED TO THE APPROPRIATE PARAGRAPHS IN

3. 3A(1)(S) U.S. INTERESTS AND SECURITY ASSISTANCD 
OBJECTIVES. THE LONG-STANDING SPECIAL RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN THE U.S. AND THE GOL, BASED ON HISTORY AND ON 
BLOOD RELATIONSHIPS, HAS RESULTED IN THE ACCUMULATION 
OF A NUMBER OF IMPORTANT U.S. INTERSTS IN LIBERIA, SOME 
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RELATED TO TRADE AND OTHERS TO THE ABILITY OF THE U.S. 

TO PROJECT ITS INFLUENCE ON THE AFRICAN CONTINENT. 

IN ADDITION, A 1959 COOPERATION AGREEMENT STIPULATES 
"IN THE EVENT OF AGRESSION OR THREAT OF AGGRESSION 
AGAINST LIBERIA, THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA AND THE GOVERNMENT OF LIBERIA WILL IMMEDIATELY 
DETERMINE WHAT ACTION MAY BE APPROPRIATE FOR THE 
DEFENSE OF LIBERIA." ON THE STRATEGIC SIDE, OUR INTERESTS 
INCLUDE 

- THE USE, GRANTED BY EXCHANGE OF NOTES, OF ROBERTS 
INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT IN EVENT OF A NATIONAL EMERGENCY 
(IN ACTUAL FACT, THE AIRPORT REMAINS AVAILABLE TO US 
WITHOUT RESTRICTION FOR OPERATIONAL SUPPORT OF U.S. 
POLICY OBJECTIVES IN AFRICA). 

- THE RIGHT, PROVIDED IN A CONFIDENTIAL EXCHANGE OF 
NOTES, TO ESTABLISH MIILITARY INSTALLATIONS AT THE PORT 
OF MONROVIA SHOULD THEY BECOME NECESSARY FOR THE MAIN- 
TENANCE OF INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY. 

- MAINTENANCE OF A VOA RELAY STATION. 

- MAINTENANCE OF AN AREA TELECOMMUNICATIONS OFFICE 
PROVIDING COMMUNICATIONS FACILITIES FOR 26 OF OUR 
EMBASSIES IN AFRICA. 

SECRET 
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- MAINTENANCE OF AN OMEGA NAVIGATIONSL STATION. 

ON THE ECONOMIC SIDE, THE VALUE OF U.S. INVESTMENT IN 
LIBERIA EXCEEDS $750 MILLION. LIBERIA IS A MAJOR U.S. 

SOURCE OF NATURAL RUBBER AND IS AFRICA'S PRINCIPAL 
EXPORTER OF IRON ORE. 

SPECIFIC SECURITY ASSISTANCE OBJECTIVES FOR LIBERIA 
FROM THE STANDPOINT OF PROTECTION OF U.S. INTERESTS ARE 
AS FOLLOWS: 

A. ASSIST IN MAINTAINING ACCESS TO THE SEA AND 
AIRPORT FACILITIES PROVIDED FOR IN EXCHANGES OF NOTES;

4. 3A (2) (S) STATEMENT OF THE THREAT (LIBERIAN 
PERCEPTION). 

A. INTERNAL THREAT: 

NO SERIOUS THREAT HAS BEEN IDENTIFIED. GOVERNMENT 
PROGRAMS ARE AIMED AT DEFUSING THE POSSIBLE SOURCES OF 
DISCONTENT BY RAISING LIVING STANDARDS. 

IMPROVING EDUCATION AND COMBATTING TRIBALISM. THE 
MINISTER OF NATIONAL DEFENSE HAS PRIVATELY EXPRESSED HIS 
SECRET 
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CONCERN OVER TWO POSSIBLE FUTURE INTERNAL PROBLEMS. THE 
INCREASING EFFECTIVENESS OF ISLAMIC PROSELYTIZING, AND 
THE INCREASING INFLUENCE AND ECONOMIC POWER OF GUINEAN 
MUSLINS NOW RESIDENT, ACCORDING TO THE MINISTER. IN 
LARGE NUMBERS IN THE INLAND COUNTIES. HE HAS 
EXPRESSED A SUSPICION THAT MONEY MAY BE INVOLVED AND 
PROGRAM TO SUPPLANT THE PRESENT CHRISTIAN ELITE WITH 
AN ISLAMIC ONE. THIS ALARMISM IS NOT SHARED BY THE GOL 
GENERALLY. 

SECONDLY, THE MINISTRY HAS SPECULATED THAT SHOULD 
PRESIDENT TOLBERT PASS HIS MANTLE TO A MORE PROGRESSIVE 
SUCCESSOR, THE POWERFUL CONSERVATIVE ELEMENTS WITHIN 
THE TRUE WHIG PARTY MIGHT INTERVENE TO BLOCK THE TRANSFER 
OF POWER. AGAIN, THE MINISTER IS IN A MINORITY IN THIS 
FEAR AS MOST LIBERIANS FORESEE A PEACEFUL TRANSITION OF 
POWER. 

B. EXTERNAL THREAT: 
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NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES ARE FRIENDLY AND ALTHOUGH 
GUINEA MAY BE CAPABLE OF MOUNTING A LIMITED CONVENTIONAL 
MILITARY OPERATION, THE GOVERNMENT REALIZES THAT SUCH 
A POSSIBILITY IS UNLIKELY. WITHIN THE MINISTRY OF 
DEFENSE, HOWEVER, THERE IS SOME UNEASE OVER SUCH AN 
ASSESSMENT. THERE IS A LINGERING DISTRUST OF GUINEAN 
RELIABILITY BASED ON HISTORICAL FACTORS, ON THE PRESENT 
ASSOCIATION OF THE GOG WITH COMMUNIST POWERS AND ON THE 
SOMETIMES ERRATIC BEHAVIOR OF ITS LEADERSHIP. LIBERIAN 
COMPARISONS OF THEIR OWN AND NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES' 

ARMED FORCES DO NOT REASSURE THEM. GUINEA, FOR 
INSTANCE.HAS 150 SOVIET AND 364 CUBAN MILITARY PERSONNEL 
IN COUNTRY COMPARED TO SIX U.S. MILITARY IN LIBERIA; 

9,000 MEN UNDER ARMS COMPARED TO LIBERIA'S 4,400; 60 
TANKS TO LIBERIA'S SIX ARMORED CARS; AND 19 IET FIGHTER 
AIRCRAFT, 17 TRANSPORT AIRCRAFT, AND EIGHT HELICOPTERS 
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TO LIBERIA'S SIX LIGHT, UNARMED OBSERVATION AIRCRAFT. 

IN ADDITION, GUINEA HAS AT LEAST A 10 TO 1 ADVANTAGE 
OVER LIBERIA IN OTHER WEAPONS AND WEAPONS-RF.T .A TED EQUIP- 
MENT. IN SPITE OF THIS DISPARITY, MUTUAL INTERESTS 
AND FRIENDLY GOVERNMENTS LOWER THE PROBABILITY OF AN 
INTERNAL THREAT. FURTHERMORE, SEKOU TOURE, PRESIDENT 
OF GUINEA, RESPECTS PRESIDENT TOLBERT AND IS GRATEFUL 
TO HIM FOR SPONSORING THE "MONROVIA SUMMIT" IN MARCH 
1978 WHICH FACILITATED A RECONCILIATION BETWEEN GUINEA 
AND SENEGAL AND GUINEA AND THE IVORY COAST. 

C. GOVERNMENT OF LIBERIA'S STRATEGY: 

THE GOVERNMENT OF LIBERIA REALIZES THAT IT 
CANNOT COMPETE MILITARILY WITH THE NEIGHBORING COUNTRIES 
AND SEES NO NEED TO DO SO. PRESIDENT TOLBERT 
STRIVES TO MAINTAIN GOOD RELATIONS WITH OTHER WEST 
AFRICAN NATIONS. THE GOVERNMENT OF LIBERIA DOES BELIEVE, 
HOWEVER, THAT IT IS IMPORTANT TO MAINTAIN A SMALL 
EFFECTIVE ARMED FORCE CAPABLE OF PROVIDING A MINIMUM 
DEFENSIVE CAPABILITY AGAINST EXTERNAL AGGRESSION AND 
CAPABLE OF PRESERVING INTERNAL SECURITY. 

5. 3A(3)(S) THE MISSION'S PERCEPTION OF THE INTERNAL 
THREAT. THERE IS NO LIKELIHOOD OF A SERIOUS THREAT TO 
SECURITY ARISING FROM INTERNAL SOURCES WITHIN THE FORE- 
SEEABLE FUTURE. THE MOSLEM POPULATION IS PEACEFUL AND 
LAW-ABIDING, AND THE GOVERNMENT MAINTAINS CLOSE LINKS WITH 
THESE ELEMENTS. POLITICAL AWARENESS IS GROWING IN 
THE STUDENT POPULATATION AND HAS A STRONG RADICAL (MARXIST) 
TINGE, BUT DOES NOT YET CONSTITUTE A THREAT. 

A. EXTERNAL THREAT: 

UNDER PRESENT CONDITIONS, A THREAT OR ATTACK FROM 
EXTERNAL SOURCES IS EXTREMELY UNLIKELY. UNDER OTHER 
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CONDITIONS, HOWEVER, THE CONTRAST BETWEEN THE SMALL SIZE 
OF THE GOL ARMED FORCES AND THE MUCH LARGER AND MORE 
SOPHISTICATED FORCES OF GUINEA COULD BECOME A TEMPTATION 
TO PUT LIBERIA UNDER PRESSURE. THE MISSION FEELS THAT 
SECRET 
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PRUDENCE DICTATES THAT THE GOL AT LEAST KEEP ITS 
PRESENT SMALL ARMED FORCES ADEQUATELY TRAINED AND 
EQUIPPED, AS A NECESSARY SUPPLEMENT TO ITS DIPLOMATIC 
EFFORTS. WE ALSO MUST RECOGNIZE THAT THE GROWING 
CUBAN/SOVIET PRESENCE IN AFRICA JUSTIFIABLY MAKES 
THE GOVERNMENT'S MODERATE LEADERSHIP APPREHENSIVE.

OF TYPE OF FORCE REQUIRED TO MEET POTENTIAL THREATS. 

THE FORCE CONSTITUTES THE MINIMUM FORCE CAPABLE OF 
CONDUCTING DEFENSIVE OPERATIONS, INVOLVES 
NO SOPHISTICATED HARDWARE, REQUIRES NO ELABORATE OR 
UNUSUAL MANAGERIAL OR LOGISTICAL ASSETS TO CONTROL 
SECRET 
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THE FORCE, DOES NOT CONSTITUTE AN OFFENSIVE THREAT TO 
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ITS NEIGHBORS, AND DOES CONTRIBUTE TO THE MILITARY 
STABILITY OF THE REGION. THIS FORCE SHOULD BE EQUIPPED 
AND TRAINED TO BE CAPABLE OF PROVIDING A SMALL CONTINGENT

8. 3A(6)(C) A BRIEF ANALYSIS OF DEFENSE SPENDING. 

LIBERIA HISTORICALLY SPENDS A VERY LOW PERCENT OF ITS 
TOTAL REVENUES FOR DEFENSE. AS THE ATTACHED TABLE 
SHOWS, THE DEFENSE EFFORT IS ONLY ABOUT 3 PERCENT TO 
4 PERCENT OF THE TOTAL BUDGET. OFTHIS AMOUNT, BETTER 
THAN 65 PERCENT IS FOR PERSONNEL SERVICES. MILITARY 
IMPORTS COMPRISE LESS THAN ONE-HALF OF ONE 
PERCENT OF THE TOAL IMPORTS AND VIRTUALLY ALL MAJOR 
MILITARY IMPORTS ARE FROM THE U.S. THE DEBT SERVICING 
REQUIREMENT FOR DEFENSE MATERIEL FOR FY 76, 77 AND 78 
COMPRISED ABOUT 10 PERCENT OF THE TOTAL DEFENSE BUDGET 
AND LESS THAN 4 PERCENT OF THE TOTAL DEBT SERVICING 
SECRET 
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REQUIREMENT OF THE GOL. LIBERIA DOES NOT NOW HAVE A 
DEBT SERVICING PROBLEM AND LENDERS VIEW THE GOL AS A 
GOOD CREDIT RISK. THOUGH PROJECTIONS OF LIBERIA'S DEBT 
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SERVICE AS A PERCENTAGE OF REVENUE FOR FY 78/79 INCREASED 
TO ABOUT 22 PERCENT FROM 15 PERCENT IN THE PREVIOUS 
FISCAL YEAR, MOST ECONOMIC OBSERVERS FRET. LIBERIA CAN 
HANDLE THIS LEVEL OF DEBT WITHOUT TOO MUCH DIFFICULTY.
